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Balloting Monday will set lineup for Nov. 6 election 


Monday is “D” Day - Decision 
Day _ for a host of candidates 
running for city offices in Romulus. 

Up until now, the candidates have 
done all the talking but on Monday, 
voters will have the final say when 
they go to the polls in the primary 
election to nominate which can- 
didates will be on the Nobember 
ballot. 

There will be primary elections 
for the offices of mayor, treasurer 
and city council. The top two vote- 
getters in the mayoral and 
treasurer’s race will vie in the 
general election. The 14 council 
candidates with the most votes will 
qualify to see who will be elected to 
the seven council seats in Novem- 
ber. 

Since only two candidates filed for 
the office of city clerk, there will be 
no primary election for that position. 
Incumbent city clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar and Ted Kubiak 
automatically are assured a spot on 
the November general election 


ballot. 

There is much interest in the race 
for mayor — the top elected official 
of the city. Incumbent mayor 
William M. Oakley, who won a 
dramatic victory in 1977 over then- 
mayor James Stewart and former 
mayor Terry Troutt, is being 
challenged by two men seeking 
office for the first time. 

Mel Morgan, a well-known local 
businessman and property 
developer, is making a concerted 
effort to unseat Oakley. So is Harry 
W. Nelson, a supervisor for the Ford 
Motor Company, who was an un- 
successful council candidate two 
years ago. 

In his campaign, Oakley calls 
himself “A man of his word” and 
dtes six first term results of goals he 
promised. He points to the fact that 
housing starts are up 171 percent, 
that he has created an improved new 
image of Romulus, finalized plans 
for a senior citizen complex, won 
funding for a fifth fire station, that 


crime rate is down 20 percent and 
that a second ball diamond, tennis 
court and archery range has been 
added to Elmer Johnson Park. 

Morgan, a lifelong resident of the 
dty, says the biggest need is to “get 
together and help bring the 
government back to the people.” In 
his campaign ad, he claims that 
present mayor’s 1978-80 budget cut 
Romulus’ recreation funds by 43 
percent 

He states he will seek federal and 
state grants to build recreation 
centers and hockey rinks, while 
improving recreation funds and 
parks and installing additional tot 
lots where needed. 

The race for treasurer shapes up 
as the most exciting one on the 
primary ballot as three well-known, 
longtime residents of Romulus 
compete for the two nominations. 

Incumbent Treasurer Helen 
Gallien, who is finishing her first 
term and has nearly 20 years’ ex- 
perience in supervising city 


finances, is being challenged by 
veteran council member Beverly 
McAnally and former treasurer 
John Lewkowicz. 

This race looms as a very tight 
one. Mrs. McAnally, who has a large 
following in the city and has always 
run well in elections, is very 
knowledgeable about the city. She 
has served on the city council for 
many years and also worked on a 
large number of commissions and 
committees related to improving 
Romulus. 

Lewkowicz, who lost out to Mrs. 
Gallien in the city election two years 
ago, also is a formidable opponent 
and is expected to make it a very 
close three-person race. He served 
several years as city treasurer and 
says his experience in that position 
makes him a qualified candidate to 
be returned to the post by the voters. 

Mrs. Gallien was city financial 
dfirector from 1970 to 1977 and was 
Deputy Treasurer from 1960 to 1970. 
She feels her long experience in 


handling city finances gives her 
good insight into how to best take 
care of the city’s financial needs 
Also, she is very pleased to have 
collected more than $120,000 in 
delinquent personal property taxes 
this year, much of which has been 
due since 1971 

In the race for city clerk, in- 
cumbent Folmar has been clerk 
since Romulus became a city in 1970 
and holds office in county, state and 
national clerk organizations. He is 
highly respected in his field, 

Kubiak, former director of the 
dty’s ordinance department and a 
very personable man, is well-liked 
by a large following of people in 
Romulus. He also is active in many 
dvic and fraternal groups in the city 
and feels he served the city well 
during his tenure as a department 
head. 

The race for the 14 nominations for 
dty council seats is being waged by 
a large field of 18 candidates, in- 
ducting six incumbents. Council 


members seeking re-election are 
Council President Mary Ann Banks, 
Ray Cantrell, Fred Junior Block, 
Gerry Canejo, Mary Carter and 
Jimmie C Raspberrv 

The remaining 12 council can- 
didates include < in order of filing 
petitions) Edward Thomas Jr.; 
Richard F. Campbell; Barry 
Baumann; Edward D. Fall; Shirlee 
M. Helms; Charles J Dick Jr.; 
Charles W. Hazen; Lowell E Giles; 
Richard Karekin Yeramian; Ed- 
ward A. Rush , Wayne F. Avery and 
Robert N. Knight. 

Another council candidate who 
filed, Edmund Bizek Jr., withdrew 
from the race. 

Polls will be open Monday from 7 
a.m. until 8 p.m There are 19 voting 
precincts, and absentee ballots 
constitute Precinct 20. 

Absentee ballots may be picked up 
at city hall until 2 p.m. this Saturday 
and must be returned before 8 p in. 
Monday.

Mahalak: City was 'slow' 
in responding to problem 


There is one Michigan lawmaker 
who feels that the City of Romulus 
should share in “the responsibility of f 
being slow to move to correct the 
deplorable conditions that residents 
along the Trouton Drain’’ have had 
to endure 

State Rep. Edward Mahalak (D- 
38th District) has lashed out at the 
dty, saying: “Romulus, over the* 
years, has been responsible (for the 
pollution) by its neglect. 

“During the many years when 
Romulus was a township, little or no 
effort was exerted to correct the 
dumping of hazardous waste into the 
Trouton Drain. Since Romulus 
became a city, depending on which 
administration you make reference 
to, little or no efforts were exerted to 
eliminate the pollutants...' 

Mahalak said “the long smelling 
Trouton Drain problem ... has 
become a personal crusade” and 
that “progress in getting this mess 
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deaned up and corrected has been 
painfully slow at times”. 

Mahalak added that he would like 
to see speedy action of the lawsuit, 
filed last week by Att. Gen. Frank 
Kelley against Chemical Recovery 
Systems for polluting the drain and 
Ecorse River, and hopes for an early 
decision within the due process of 
law. 

“If we don’t force these people 
(Chemical Recover) to clean up, it 
will cost the taxpayers money,” he 
explained. “We have to avoid having 
the taxpayers’ money used to do the 
deanup. 

Mahalak added that he has been 
pressuring the attorney general for 
several months to file the lawsuit 
and had expected action on such a 
suit by mid-September. The filing 
last week surprised the legislator, 
but was a welcome move in the long, 
drawn-out “battle”. 

“This pollution is far more serious 
than thought,” Mahalak said. 
“Cancer-causing agents are being 
dumped into the drain. Within the 
confines of that area, it (the 
pollution) is a serious health 
hazard.” 

Mahalak added that on two oc- 
casions he sent samples of water 
from the drain to Dr. Howard 
Tanner, director of the Department 
of Natural Resources, asking “if he 
would like to have this type of 
polluted water flowing past his 
house”.

Threats to continue sending the 
samples led to action by the 
department’s Environmental En- 
forcement Division A report cited 
violations of the firm’s Water 
Resources Commission permit, 
degrading the quality of water in the 
Trouton Drain, which Mahalak said 
“puts the situation very mildly”. 

“Something must be done about 
theTrouton Drain, “Mahalak added 
“If not, it will be up to all of us to 
continue our pressure I believe that 
the powers that can correct this 
problem are listening to us now ”

Kelley files lawsuit 
to dean up pollution

Michigan Att. Gen. Frank Kelley 
has gone to court in a move to clean 
up pollution in the Trouton Drain 
ancLfcco-se River. 

Kelley last week tiled a lawsuit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court, 
charging Chemical Recovery 
Systems and two other firms— M.S. 
& N. Corp and Nolwood Chemical 
Corp., both located in Detroit— with 
polluting the river by discharging 
toxic waste into the Trouton Drain. 

According to the lawsuit, em- 
ployees of Chemical Recovery have 
allegedly dumped toxic chemical 
wastes, including vinyl chloride, a 
known cancer-causing agent, into 
sand-lined seepage lagoons, locate 
an company property at 36345 Van 
Born Road. 

The lawsuit charges that those 
chemicals eventually seeped into the 
ground water and into the Trouton 
Drain, which flows through 
Romulus and into the Ecorse Creek 
and eventually the Ecorse River. 

Romulus residents along the drain 
had repeatedly complained that 
“oily” discharges from the company 
gave off “intolerable” odors Tests 
reportedly have confirmed that the 
discharges contained know car- 
cinogens and other hazardous toxic 
materials. 

The lawsuit also acknowledges 
that while much of the existing 
pollution may be attributable to the 
company which previously coc- 
cupied the site before Chemical 
Recovery took control of the 
operation, the latter firm had "full 
knowledge of both the en- 
vironmental problems and state 
environmental laws”, when it 
bought out the other company

The lawsuit also noted that since 
acquiring the Romulus site, officials 
of Chemical Recovery have 
repeatedly ignored regulations and 
orders of the Michigan Water 
Resources Commission to contain 
and eliminate the pollution. Some of 
those orders date back to 1974. 

The lawsuit is also asks the court 
to order the defendents to: 

(1) Completely eliminate the 
contaminated, sand-lined seepage 
lagoons on their property and safely 
remove and properly dispose of the 
contaminated liquid, semi-solid and 
solid materials they contain That 
work would cover an estimated 
83,800 cubic yards of soil beneath the 
Lagoons. 

(2) Remove all contaminated 
sludges and abate any existing 
sediment contamination of the 
Trouton Drain and Ecorse Creek 
and return the drain and river to the 


state in which they existed prior to 
the commencement of operations. 

(3) Take all other steps advocated 
by the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Water Resources 
Commission. jUi 

l 4) lmf^e a timeiar >r com- 
plaince and a fine of $10 N ^)0 for each 
day the defendents fail fto comply. 

According to State Rep. Edward 
Mahalak, whose 38th District in- 
cludes the City of Romulus, that as 
early as 1974, the st£te agency had 
been telling Chemical Recovery to 
comply with state law and clean up 
the site. Mahalak said the company 
had made promises to eliminate the 


Some are saying it may be too 
little, too late. 

But Romulus city officials, led by 
Mayor William M. Oakley, are 
extremely pleased that State At- 
torney General Frank J. Kelley filed 
a lawsuit last week against a 
Romulus chemical plant accused of 
contaminating the Trouton Drain. 

The lawsuit against Chemical 
Recovery Systems, Inc., 36345 Van 
Born Road, Romulus, charges the 
company with dumping toxic 
chemical wastes, including a known 
carcinogen, vinyl chloride, into 
lagoons on company property 

Residents, plagued by the foul- 
smelling odor of the drain, have 
been endangered by conditions for 
the past five years. They have told 
city, county and state environmental 
officials how neglect, bureaucratic 
red tape and buck-passing have 
frustrated their efforts to have the 
Trouton Drain odor problem 
resolved during that time 

Especially pleased with Kelley’s 
involvement was Romulus Mayor 
Oakley 

“The suit brought against 
Chemical Systems Recovery, Inc 
by the State Attorney General 
represents the culmination of many 
years of frustration and painful 
dela\s for ihe Romulus residents 
living near the Trouton Drain.’’ 
Oakley said 

“I am very pleased that the at- 
torney general has finally reacted to 
more than four years of unrelenting 
effort on the part of city officials and 
others to get some action on the 


problem and “act in a responsible 
manner”, but to no avail 

Also named as defendents iri the 
lawsuit were five persons who 
Kelley alleges are the owners, of- 
ficers and directors v( tlie three 
corporations. Named in the suit 
were Peter J. Shagena, president of 
Chemical recovery Systems; Arthur 
B. McWood Jr., president of M S. & 
N. \ Charles H. Nolton, president of 
Nolwood; A. H. Magnus Jr, ac- 
countant for all three companies and 
a member of the board of directors 
of Nolwood; and Edward W 
Lawrence, the resident agent of all 
three companies. 


potential health hazards for which 
they were not to blame. Hopefully, 
this action taken by Mr. Kelley will 
mark the beginning of the end to this 
terrible situation ’ 

The drain is located in the nor- 
theast section of Romulus It runs in 
an easterly direction, parallel to 
Beverly Road, abuts several 
residential properties, and from all 
accounts, often contains a foul- 
smelling black liquid which makes 
life unpleasant for nearby residents. 

Kelley’s lawsuit said the problem 
at the Trouton Drain preceded the 
acquisition of the facility by 
Recovery Systems in 1974 However, 
the suit claims that the present 
owners were aware of existing 
problems but failed to correct them 
despite repeated orders from state 
officials 

Calling the Romulus pollution case 
a “particularly bad waste 
problem,” Kelley said, “We have 
identified 13 separate chemicals in 
Ihe water As far as cleanup goes, 
the company has been recalcitrant, 
to say the least This is a threat to 
both animal and human life ” 

The suit against Chemical 
Recovery Systems seeks to have the 
contaminated lagoons dredged and 
Trouton Drain. Ecorse Creek and 
Ecorse River returned to the con 
dition they were in before the 
company started operations 

In addition to the court-monitored 
cleanup. Kelley’s suit requests 
establishment of a timetable for 
compliance with a $10.000- per -day 
fine for non-compliance.

of frustration'

McGrath ends 15-year stint on W- W board

The “grandfather” of the ayne- 
estland Board of Education, 
Geracd McGrath, has resigned his 
board seat after more than 15 years 
of service to the community 

In a voice quivering at times with 
emotion, McGrath, 64, announced 
his plans to leave the district at 
last weeks board meeting He 
reminisced briefly about the people 
he has known, events that have 
happened and changes that have 
taken place in the district since he 
joined the board in 1964 

“I have spent 10 to 20 hours a week 
as a board member, and I enjoyed it 
thoroughly,” he told his fellow board 
members and the audience. “I hope 
I have contributed something to the 
success we now' enjoy.’* 

“The first budget I voted on as a 
board member was for $8.4 million. 
Today our budget is almost $50 


million,” he noted, as he spoke about 
how the district has changed 

“1 have served with ap- 
proximately 30 board members, 
some were excellent, some 
mediocre, some just plain lousy,” he 
said He named some of his 
colleagues whom he most enjoyed 
working with and admired — 
Thomas Barrett, who is currently 
board president, Fred Warmbier, 
also on the board. Bob Reichard, 
who resigned earlier this year, and 
Warren Spurlin, who served several 
years ago. 

“I have very mixed emotions 
about leaving,” he said, adding that 
“I’m Irish, and no one makes me 
leave I leave when I want.” 

He said he would have served the 
remainder of his term, which ex- 
pires next June, except that he and 
his wife are leaving the district 
entirely. 

McGrath noted that he recently 
talked to a “lad” who entered kin- 


dergarten the year after he 
(McGrath) was first elected to the 
board. The child went through his 13 
years of schooling and graduated, 
the whole time w'ith McGrath as a 
member of the school board. 

The silver-haired board member 
recalled that during the course of his 
years on the board “I have helped 
pass out in the neighborhood of 
22,000 certificates of graduation.” 

He was intrumental in the decision 
to build six new schools and enlarge 
three junior high schools during the 
population boom of the ‘60s, then had 
to vote to close schools last year, he 
noted. 

He has also held every office on 
the board, several times. McGrath 
spoke warmly and with obvious 
emotion as he recalled bow “for- 
tunate” he was to have the district’s 
special education school named 
after him. He had worked tirelessly 
for the construction of that school. 

“I have sat here (at the board 
table) and heard over the years of 
numerous children who were part of

of Gl Bill loan for vets 


Even though a veteran has used 
GI Bill benefits ta buy a home once, 
he’s entitled to sell that home and 
buy again with the same low-down- 
payment financing. 

That part of the law' opens the door 
for many veterans to invest in real 
estate. If they have owned a home 
for a few years, they will likely have 
enough appreciation in value and 
equity to sock into a good investment 
property, financing it with a con- 
ventional loan. Then, they can buy

another house for their own use 
under the GI Bill with little or no 
down payment. 

George Smith, a real estate broker 
and mortgage banker, specializes in 
just such investments. Here is how 
he helped veterans to two recent 
cases: 

“We had a veteran with a little 
slab house that he originally bought 
for $17,000 on Veterans Ad- 
ministration guarantee so there was 
no down payment. Today, the house 
has appreciated in value so that we 
sold it for him for $49,000. 

“He took about $35,000 out of the 


deal in equity and appreciation. 
With that $35,000, he was able to buy 
a 6-flat that will pay him a nice in- 
come and give him tax advantages. 

“He also bought a bigger home 
with no money down because of his 
VA guarantee 

“In another case, a veteran sold 
his first home and bought a duplex 
for $40,000. Again, there was no 
money down, but now he owns his 
own unit, plus another one that pays 
him $200 a month in rent.” 

Veterans can use the loan 
guarantee program to buy up to a 4- 
unit building, as long as they occupy 
one of the units. Smith said the rents 
from three units generally will cover 
mortgage payments and taxes for 
all four, so the owner in effect lives 
in his unit free. 

“Very few veterans know about 
this part of the law,** Smith said. 
“I’ll bet if you called 100 veterans 
who bought homes with a VA 
guarantee in the last 20 years, not 
more than two would realize they 
could sell and buy something better 
and probably have money left over 
to invest.” 

Smith stipulates that a veteran 
must be qualified for the mortgage, 
just a^ny other buyer must be. 

“A flLan making |8,000 can’t 
figure^T®)uying a $40,?00 building 
because Te would not be able to 
make the f payments,” he said. 

Often a problem in many cases is 
getting a seller to agree to let a 
veteran use the VA program. 

“But it’s just a case of educating 
the seller,” Sfiiith maintains. “A 
veteran usually pays the full ap- 
praised price. Other buyers, 
knowing they are going to have to 
pay the higher rate on a con- 
ventional loan, will offer less than 
the asking price and negotiate it. So 


the seller might pay four or five 
points, but he gets a better price for 
his house. It all works out the same 
in the end.” 

Smith says: “The only 
requirement for a veteran to buy 
another home is proof of sale and a 
paid-off mortgage on his previous 
house “Then they just apply for a 
certificate of eligibility, and are 
restored to their full benefits,** he 
added. 

Currently, under the VA program, 
a Veteran may borrow up to $100,000 
with no down payment required for a 
term of 30 years at a below-market 
rate of 10 percent. 


our school district who died from 
various diseases. They were nothing 
but tickled because they were able to 
go to school there,” he said. “I acted 
as Santa Clause (at the McGrath 
School) and under the beard, I was 
crying my eyes out.” 

He told the audience that he took 
the board job “for the good of the 
children and no other reason,” 
adding, “I feel to be a board 
member you have to be dedicated to 
do the work.” 

He spoke about decisions he made 
over the years, sometimes con- 
troversial ones, and sometimes 
when the other votes were all 
against him, but “l voted the way I 
felt was best for the school district.” 

“I appreciate the people’s vote of 
confidence,’* he added. 

McGrath’s ad-libbed “speech’’ 
contained only one regret, in his 
more than 15 years of service. 

He recalled that several years ago 
when there was a vacancy in the 
principalship of Wayne Memorial 
High School, and the administration 
proposed that George Bell be named 
to the job, “I voted against him 
because I could not fully realize that 
the person who was the head of the 
band could run Wayne Memorial. 

“I’d like to personally apologize to 
Mr. Bell. I found out the hard way 
what a mistake I made in voting 
against him.” 

McGrath made his resignation 
effective Monday night. He finished 
his remarks with a “thank you to 
everyone for having me” and ad- 
ded: “I’m going to miss all of you.” 

He said later that he and his wife 
will spend part of the year in 
Florida, and part in a cottage up 
north. They will be spending the next 


few months at the cottage before 
heading south. McGrath retired 
from Detroit Edision a few years 
ago. 

Each of the board members in 
turn added their own remarks, 
commending McGrath for his years 
of service. Particularly warm in his 
praise was Barrett, who now 
assumes the role of senior member 
of the board with his 13 years of 
service. 

The board members then 
presented McGrath with a card and 
gift of a set of luggage. Fr. Joseph 
Gagnon pastor of St Richard 
Church, in Westland, also took the 
opportunity to present McGrath with 
a certificate of appreciation from 
the church, where McGrath and his 
wife were charter members. He 
commended the board member for 
being a “minister of the church” in 
the sense of serving the community 
through education of children. 

The remaining board members 
have 20 days from the date of 
McGrath’s resignation to name a 
person to replace him on the board 
until the next school election in June 
1960.

The office is open from 8 a m. until 
4 p.m on weekdays, and will be open 
from 9 a m. until 2 p.m. Saturday 
(Sept. 8). 

If the proposal is approved, taxes 
would increase $3.50 for each $1,000 
of assessed valuation on property. 
For instance, a person living in a 
$40,000 home, which is assessed at 
$20,000, would pay about $70 a year, 
if the millage increase is approved. 

If voters say yes to the millage 
request, the district will recall the 15 
teachers who are on layoff status, 
provide funds for building main- 
tenance, supplies and materials 
(including purchase of textbooks), 
and restore a full athletic program, 
according to School Supt. Curtis 
Bartz. 

Also, the current 5-hour school day 
would be restored to six hours if the 
increase is approved, Bartz said. 


However, the next negotiating 
session isn’t until Sept. 20, he said. 
The two sides have met only five 
times. No strike action is expected, 
at least not until negotiations have 
proceeded further. 

Today is the first full day of school 
for the Van Buren students, after 
registering yesterday. 

In the Huron School District, the 
next negotiating session between 
district and union is tomorrow'. In 
the meantime, the teachers will 
work, and again the provision is for 
a 48-hour notice, if they decide to 
strike 

The first day of classes for 
students in the district is today 

Huron students will going to school 
only five hours per day at least until 
the Sept 10 millage election. 

Senior and junior high school 
classes will begin at 8 a.m., and 
students will be released at 1 : 10 p.m. 
They have the option of staying for 
lunch after that, with buses leaving 
after lunch, at 1:45 p.m. also. 

Elementary students in the Huron 
district will go to class from 8:55 
a m. until 2: 18 p.m. Kindergarteners 
in the morning session attend class 
from 8:55 until 11:22 a.m., and af- 
ternoon students from 11:50 to 2:18 
p.m. 

Students in the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools are reporting to 
class this morning for a half-day 
session. Tomorrow will be the first 
full day of class. 


A proposed state law that was 
admittedly little more than a 
“conversation piece” when it was 
originally introduced more than a 
year ago, is making a serious 
comeback. 

It’s the “Suburbia” bill, in- 
troduced by Rep. Thomas Brown ( D- 
Westland), who is chairman of the 
House Towns and Counties Com- 
mittee. 

The proposed law would allow 
Wayne County voters to split the 
county into two counties Wayne 
County would include Detroit, 
Highland Park, Harper Woods, 
Hamtramck and the Grosse Pointes. 
The County of Suburbia would 
consist of the remaining com- 
munities, basically Western Wayne 
County and the downriver com- 
munities. 

Brown is conducting public 
hearings on the proposal in Sep- 
tember, and one at 7 p.m. Sept. 10 
will be in the Bailey Recreation 
Center, 36651 Ford Road, Westland 


(behind city hall). Another hearing 
will be Sept. 11 in the City-County 
Building in Detroit, and on Sept. 12 
in the Woodhaven City Hall, both at 
10a. m 

Brown admits that the first time 
around, his bill didn’t get too much 
serious attention, that it was 
something of a conversation piece, 
but little more. But he thinks that 
this time it’s different, now that the 
county, with all its financial woes, is 
in the public eye so much. 

His purpose in proposing the idea 
of a split county is based on the 
belief that Western Wayne County 
and dowmriver communities are in 
many ways just not getting the 
services they should be able to ex- 
pect from their county government. 

There is a world of difference 
between the semi-rural sections of 
the western county, for example 
Sumpter Township, and inner city 


Detroit. Each has different needs, 
and it usually ends up being the 
semi-rural area that gets short- 
changed, Brown said. 

It is a well-known and predictable 
fact that the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners often is split bet- 
ween Detroit and out-county 
representatives. Brown pointed out 
a recent example. The board 
couldn’t muster a majority of votes 
to commit $1 to lease a building for 
the creation of a Hines Park mini- 
station for the sheriff. The Hines 
Park problem* is a total county 
problem because it is in the 
jurisdiction of the county, but the 
mini-station never got funding — the 
park is in Western Wayne County, 
not Detroit. 

Another example can be seen in 
the organization of SEMTA 
(Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority), Brown said. 

“It is very difficult for Western 
Wayne County and downriver 
communities to express themselves 
in a united way on what SEMTA 
does. But the feelings of the people in 
Oakland and Macomb Counties are 
expressed well. 

“We lack any clout in SEMTA 
despite the fact that we (out-county) 
have a larger population than either 
Oakland or Macomb.” 

Wayne County’s clout ends up 
being Detroit’s clout. 

The same thing happens in the 
State Legislature, where laws are . 
written with Wayne County-Detroit 
in mind. 

Brown estimated that there are 
some 1.1 million people in Western 
Wayne and the downriver cities. 

The out-county commissioners 
have in recent years been putting up 
with frustrations they may have 
about being overshadowed by 
Detroit representatives by saying 
that after the 1980 census, the 
population shift to out-county areas 


will be apparent. The majority of 
votes on the Board of Com- 
missioners, therefore, will be in the 
hands of out-county representatives 
rather than Detroiters when the 
census figures take effect in 1982. 

But Brown doesn’t see that as a 
reason to reject his split-county 
idea. 

“There are too many differences 
to be solved by reapportionment, 
even if out-county has more people.” 
he said 

He also repeated the often-heard 
argument that Western Wayne 
County residents must travel many 
miles to take advantage of county 
services that are headquartered 
downtown Detroit. Attempts in the 
past to bring some of those services 
to the suburbs were stymied, he 
pointed out. % 

If the county was divided, the 
assets of the county would be 
divided, too, he added. 

"Everybody in. the county has a 
claim to a certain portion of all 
assets, and commitment to the 
liabilities. A division of assets is not 
that complicated. The bill says that 
the Municipal Finance Commission 
will decide on that division.” 

And to those persons who scoff at 
the name “Suburbia,” Brown has no 
problem with a different title. “The 
name has nothing to do with the 
issue.” 

He is quick to remind residents 
that his bill would in no way 
automatically split the county, if it 
were signed into law. It would 
simply give voters the choice. 
Voters of the entire county would 
have to approve the question for it to 
become a reality. 

He’s anxious to hear comments 
from citizens and public officials at 
his publicc hearings. That is where 
he hopes to find out if he has support 
this time around.

Year-long 'push ' culminates 
in investigation and a lawsuit 


It has taken almost a year of 
pressure from residents and a state 
representative to get the state to file 
suit against Chemical Recovery 
Systems in hopes of ending the 
pollution of the Trouton Drain. 

The State Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) became involved 
in the problem last year, when an 
investigation by its Environmental 
Enforcement Division cited the firm 
with four violations of a permit 
issued by the Water Resources 
Commission. 

The report, released through the 
Water Quality Section, said the 
company failed to continuously 
operate the groundwater intercept 
system, exceeded “excessively” the 
storage inventory limit of 2,500 
drums, failed to fully comply with 
diking requirements and failed to 
submit monthly reports on the 
amount of waste processed and 
disposed of 

The investigation at that time 
showed the largest impact on water 
quality in the drain was found to be 
from contaminated groundwater 
feeding the drain from Chemical 
Recovery It also turned up some 


septic tank discharges into the 
drain. 

However, it was not until earlier 
this year that an investigation by a 
task force of the DNR’s Oil and 
Hazardous Materials Control Sec- 
tion, that the main sources of 
pollution were pinpointed 
The task force cited the com- 
pany’s vinyl pond, a small pond near 
the vinyl pond and its barrel storage 
area as the main sources of the 
contamination. 

A report by the task force, 
released to State Rep Edward 
Mahalak in late June, said the 
company had agreed to remove the 
vinyl pond and the pond near it and 
to re evaluate and possibly re-design 
its interceptor tile 
The task force had recommended 
that two or three additional wells be 
installed between the interceptor tile 
and drain as well as extending the 
tile to the old barrel storage area 
The investigation also confirmed 
the presence of contaminated soil 
southeast and northeast of the 
ponds, as well as the likelihood of 
contaminated soil around the former 
barrel storage area. 


The task force has asked that the 
intercept tile be in continuous 
operation year-round 

In addressing the problems of the 
Trouton Drain the task force 
recommended that it be cleaned out 
hi an acceptable manner and that it 
be enclosed with a sealed tile for at 
least the length of the Chemical 
Recovery Systems’ property. 

The investigation also has 
recommended that the Wayne 
County Drain Commission or the 
City of Romulus establish a proper 
gradient in the drain to prevent 
stagnate pools and water from 
backing up behind culverts and 
other obstructions, and that the 
sludges be removed from the drain 
between Van Born Road and Joan 
Road, with sludge removal 
evaluation downstream from Joan 
Road 

Other recommendations to the 
DNR director include a requirement 
that all storage areas, drum storage, 
bulk loading and unloading areas be 
constructed to contain any spill from 
entering any sewer, ground or 
surface waters, and that the com 
pany be required to get permission 


from the county to dispose of rain 
svater runoff into a sanitary sewer 
system. (Samples taken of the rain 
water runoff have indicated it is 
highly contaminated ) 

The task force also recommended 
that the company be required to 
enter into a legal agreement to 
ensure that their cleanup work is 
properly carried out and that en- 
forcement action be taken on any 
further violation to assure that the 
company maintains “proper 
housekeeping practices’* to prevent 
additional contamination 

The proposal, however, has been 
tagged as unacceptable by Rep 
Mahalak, who said T am of the 
opinion that this recommendation is 
not satisfactory It will not com- 
pletely eliminate the problem that 
has been with us ever since a 
chemical recovery has been located 
on the property 

The Department of Natural 
Resources through court action 
forced other communities to correct 
pollution Activities have been 
performed along the Trouton Drain, 
but the pollution still remains

A division of Wayne County into 
two counties — one encompassing 
Detroit and the east side suburbs, 
and one including Western Wayne 
County and downriver communities 
— would make for a smaller unit of 
government that would be better 
controlled and therefore more ef- 
ficient, according to Edgar Harris, 
Wayne County commissioners who 
represent Romulus and Huron 
Township 

Although he says the proposal of 
Rep Thomas Brown (D- Westland) 
to ask voters if they want to split the 
county “has its advantages and 
disadvantages,” he added that if he 
was asked to choose a side, he would 
“lean” toward supporting the split. 

And he said he believes that if it 
were put to a vote of the people, it 
would pass, county-wide and in his 
district, which includes Romulus, 
Huron Township, most of Taylor and 
Flat Rock 

“It has come to the point where it 
is being given serious con- 
sideration,” Harris said of the idea 
“I think there is sentiment for it in 
Detroit, too.” 

He apparently doesn’t see it as a 
Detroit versus suburbs issue 

Detroit has taken over some of the 
services that were done by the 
county . and if it became, in effect, a 
county of its own. duplication of 
services would be eliminated, 
Harris reasoned 

Smaller counties would be more 
efficient and controllable, he added, 
and offer a means for streamlining 
the government 

For suburban residents, a • 
separate county of their own would 
mean better services, such as less 


travel time, eliminating the need to 
trek into downtown Detroit to do 
business It would bring county 
government closer to the people. 

One big factor to be considered In 
the plan. Harris said, would be the 
division of assests and liabilities. It 
would be a monumental task to 
accomplish, but “it’s not im- 
possible ” 

Many people don’t realize the 
number of services provided by 
county government, Harris said. 
Programs for the elderly (nutrition 
programs, for instance), health 
services, coordination of drain 
construction among communities, 
are just a few. 

But it has probably been the 
financial problems of the county that 
have, more than anything else, 
made Wayne County residents 
aware of their county government, 
Harris noted. 

He added that even with a county 
split, “the financial problems would 
still be there” but the division could 
hopefully at least streamline and 
make more efficient the 
bureaucracy 

Rep Brown is holding public 
hearings on the issue of the county 
split Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, and citizens are invited to 
speak their minds on the issue 
Monday’s hearing is at 7 p.m in the 
Bailey Center, 36651 Ford Road 
(behind city hall) in Westland, 
Tuesday’s is at 10 a.m in the City- 
County Building, and Wednesday’s 
is at 10 a m. in the Woodhaven City 
Hall 

Harris said if his schedule per- • 
mits. he’ll be attending one of them 
If not, he’ll forward his opinions, 
including statistics and figures on 
the county government, to Brown for 
his information

A Westland athlete and Westland 
coach are headed for international 
competition in the Netherlands next 
year, after their outstanding con- 
tributions to the Michigan Cerebral 
Palsy Team which recently brought 
the national championship to the 
state. 

The Michigan team beat out all the 
competition to become champ* it 
the National Cerebral Palsy Games 
in New Haven. Conn., in early 
August. 

They brought home more than 200 
medals, nearly half of them gold. 

Westlander Ed Brown was 
responsible for two of those gold 
medals, plus three second-place 
awards. But perhaps the highest 
honor for the 22-year-old athlete was 
his selection to be a member of the 
United States team that will com- 
pete next year in international 
Cerebral Palsy games. 

Brown was a member of the 
Michigan soccer team, as well as 
competing in the shot put, Indian 
club throw, softball throw, discus 
throw, precision javelin and 
precision softball throw. 

He is one of only 50 athletes who 
will represent this country in the 
international games for persons 
with cerebral palsy. 

Three weeks after returning from 
the national games, Brown said he 
had finally “come down from Cloud 
9” after being picked for the team. 
The announcement was made at the 
end of the awards banquet held on 
the last night of the national games, 
and Brown said he was “over- 
whelmed” when he heard his name. 

He had competed in the national 
games held in Detroit last year, and 
barely missed being named to the 
international team that traveled to 
Scotland. 

“1 said to myself, I’m not going to 
blow another chance,” he recalled. 
A year of hard work and practice 
later, he made it. 

The athlete’s strong point is in his 
throwing arm, which won him gold 
medals in shot put and precision 
softball throw. 

Although there are practice 
sessions for athletes training for the 
state and national games, they are 
encouraged to practice on their own. 
So Brown teams up with his younger 
brothers Phil and Gary for backyard 
throwing workouts. They live with 
their parents, Mrs. and Mrs. James 
E. Brown, on Cowan Road in 
Westland. 

Brown graduated from John 
Glenn High School in 1976, but didn’t

compete in any athletic contests 
until just two years ago. One of the 
purposes of the Cerebral Palsy 
Games is to encourage athletic 
participation on the part of persons 
with Cerebral Palsy, a neurological 
disorder that affects motor control.

Mike Mushett, who resides in 
Westland and is the supervisor of the 


Tri-City Therapeutic Recreation 
Program for physical and mentally 
impaired persons, has been named 
head coach for the U.S. team that 
will compete in the Netherlands next 
year. 

He was an assistant coach for the 
U.S. team in the international games 
last year. 

Mushett was head coach of the 69- 
member Michigan team which went 
to the national competition earlier 
this month. He had high praise for 
the athletes, who participated in 
events such as shot put, javelin, 
bowling, billiards, table tennis, 
weight lifting, horseback riding, 
archery, track and swimming. 

The national championship was 
determined by adding up the total 


points ot each team at the end of the 
3-day contest, with points awarded 
according to the placement finish of 
each competitor. When the numbers 
were totalled. Michigan was first. 

“The Michigan team was 
definitely the most spirited,” 
Mushett said. “As a matter of fact, 
we received much newspaper and 
television coverage from the East 
Coast media for that. 

“There was a very close com- 
petition between us and the Con- 
necticut team for the championship, 
and I think that the team spirit made 
the difference.” 

Another Westlander who will 
travel with the international team 
next year as an assistant coach is 
Donna Stowell, a registered physical 
therapist. 


SEMTA 
raises 
its fares 


Effective Sept. 4, the base fare for 
All of SEMTA’s regularly scheduled 
bus and commuter rail services 
increased by 5 cents. 

Students fares for youths also 
increased from 30 to 35 cents. 

Unaffected by the fare increases 
will be SEMTA's small bus 
systems. 

The rate hike, which was ap- 
proved by the SEMTA board on July 
27, is the first across-the-board fare 
increase for SEMTA since 
December 1974. Oast year, when the 
authority’s new fare structures went 
into effect, 28 percent of SEMTA 
riders had their fares increased, 
however, 50 percent of SEMTA 
riders actually had fare reductions. 

Approximately $500,000 will be 
generated annually by the increase. 
Tlie authority’s ridership has in- 
creased by 20 percent in the past 
year, and services have been ex- 
panded. Forty -one buses were added 


to the regular bus fleet last year and 
a fourth train was added to cum- 
muter rail service. The additional 
funds will be used for maintenance 
of existing services as well as for 
future service expansions. 

Passengers will still be able to 
keep their fares down by using the 
SEMTACARD monthly passes or 
SEMTA exact fare tickets. The 25 
percent discout for SEMTACARD 
purchases, as well as the 10 percent 
discount on exact fare tickets will 
remain in effect. September 
SEMTACARDS will reflect the new 
zone fares. New exact fare tickets 
were available as of Aug. 27. New 
fares, tickets and SEMTACARD 
prices will be as follows: 

Passengers still holding tickets 
with the old denominations after 
September 4, 1979 may use those 
tickets, along twith a cash payment 
to make up the difference in fare.

Dyer announces re-organization 


Wayne-Westland Schools Supt. 
Timothy Dyer is proposing to create 
two new departments, reorganize a 
third, but at the same time reduce 
his administrative staff by six or 
seven positions in a total top- 
administration reorganization. 

The plan, which he said will 
reduce administrative costs by 
$200,000 to $300,000, probably will be 
brought to the board in October, he 
said. 

There already are nearly 20 ad- 
ministrative positions in the district 
vacant because of resignations, 
retirements and other attrition, 
Dyer stated. 

Some of those vacancies will have 
to be filled, but the net total will be a 
reduction of six or seven positions, 
he explained. 

The two new departments will be 
for information services, and long- 
range planning. And he will revamp 
the Curriculum Department. 

Until that reorganization is done 
Dr. Clarise Stafford has been named 
interim department head to replace 
Frank Higgins. She is the first 
woman to be named to an assistant 
superintendent position in the 
district. 

Dyer revealed these and other 
plans last week at the school 
board meeting, as he delivered his 
first State of the School message, 
which he said he plans to do every 
year from now on. 

After first stating that the 
4, Wayne-Westland Community 
School District is in excellent con- 
dition”, he proceeded to discuss 
future goals and plans. Although this 
message dealt with the forthcoming 
year, he gave notice that next year 
he will be bringing the board a “5- 
year program” of goals and ob- 
jectives. 

His message dealt with seven 
subject areas. 

(1) “Fiscal restraint must be 
clearly recognized.” He noted that 
in the future, state fiscal leaders are 


predicting that new money for 
education will be no more than 1 to 2 
percent because of declining 
enrollment, pointing up the need to 
shift existing dollars and re-adjust 
thinking to the idea that budget 
restraints will be a way of life. 

(2) “Curriculum planning ... This 
will be our major thrust this year.” 
Dyer said that he will ask the board 
to approve a reorganization of this 
department, with “a new emphasis 
on the manner and style of our in- 
structional components” rather 
than the past emphasis on content. 
TTie department will compose goals 
and objectives that emphasize basic 
education, and “a key component 
will be the close monitoring of 
student performance,” throught a 
measurable educational program. 

(3) ‘‘Administrative 
reorganization.” the reorganization 
will phase out certain positions no 
longer needed and operate by the 
philosophy that “few people must do 
more work,” he said. This will be 
done by beginning a policy of cross- 
departmental functions, and bet- 
tering relationships between field 
(school building) and central office, 
Dyer explained. 

The reorganization will utilize 
state and federal reimbursement of 
salaries wherever possible, as is 
done now’ Presently, 23 percent of 
the administrators are funded in full 
or part by special programs, he said. 

(4) "Attitudinal renaissance 
required.” Dyer is calling for a 
change in attitude, a change from 
the notion that when ever a new task 
must be performed, you simply hire 
a new person. 

“Those days are dead,” he said. 
“There must be an increased 
reliance on volunteerism, a sharing 
of non-related tasks and assisting 
one another w’hen things get tough,” 
he added. He’s hoping to be able to 
rely on assistance from PTAs, 
senior citizens, volunteer groups,

(5) “Communication must im- 
prove.” Here is where the Depart- 
ment of Information Services comes 
in, using existing personnel. The 
need is to communicate better with 
the community on all issues, he said. 

(6) “Non-traditional education 
must continue to grow.” Dyer 
pointed out the need to continue to 
expand adult and community 
education and recognize the life-long 
learning process. 

(7) “Long-range planning is 
needed.” This aspect is particularly 


important to Wayne-Westland, Dyer 
said, especially when you realize 
that “within 10 years (the school 
system) will dwindle to one-half its 
size.” The department he will create 
will work on having plans readied to 
cope with problems that are going to 
come up because of declining 
enrollment, older teaching staff, 
energy shortages and such. 

Dyer said that “much of the so- 
called ‘communication gap’ and 
why didn’t you tell us’ syndrome is 
the result of inadequate and poor 
planning. This situation must be 
corrected.”

Summer is about over The cool, crisp days of 
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Lunar eclipse stars 


in September's skies 


Early morning risers on Sept. 6 
will have a chance to view a total 
eclipse of the moon, says University 
of Michigan astronomy Professor 
Richard G. Teske. 

“In the brightening dawn, the 
moon will move totally into the 
earth s shadow at 6:31 a m. EDT 
and will become invisible. Shortly 
afterwards, the moon will set in the 
west and the sun will rise/’ Teske 
noted 

Total eclipses occur whenever the 
moon crosses the otherwise invisible 
shadow of the earth, when the 
sunlight which illuminates the moon 
is cut off, he said. Sometimes the 
moon may take as long as six hours 
to cross the earth’s shadow. 

“Because the event can be wit- 
nessed from every place on the night 
side of the earth during that time, a 
person’s chances of seeing a lunar 
eclipse in any given year are greater 
than 50 per cent,” he explained. 
“Since the rotation of the earth will 
carry the midwestern United States 
away from the night side and into 
daylight during the progress of 
September’s event, Michiganders 
will see only the beginning phases of 
the phenomenon.” 

The U-M astronomer pointed out 
another September event, the 
autumnal equinox, when the sun 
passes the equator on its way south- 
ward. 

“This year the equinox will occur 
at 11:17 a m. EDT on Sept. 23. On 
this date, day and night will be of 
equal length. Thereafter, the nights 
will be longer than the days, until the 
sun again crosses the equator on its 
way northwards next spring,” Teske 
said. 

Also during the month, he noted, 


Mercury, Venus, Jupiter and Saturn 
are on the far side of the sun as seen 
from earth. For this reason, the 
planets appear to be quite close to 
the sun on the sky and are lost in its 
bright glare. 

“Only Mars can be easily viewed 
as it rides high in the morning sky 
just to the south of the twins, Castor 
and Pollus, in the constellation of 
Gemini,” he said 

“Although amateur sky watchers 
will be disappointed that so many 
planets are close to the sun on the 
sky, scientists are making good use 
of this period,” Teske added. "They 
are engaged in observing radio 
signals from spacecraft near those 
planets as a way of probing the 
physical conditions in space close to 
the sun. 

"Four spacecraft are being 
watched — Pioneer 11 which passed 
by Saturn on Sept. 1, Voyager 1 and 
Voyager 2 which still are close to 
Jupiter, and the Pioneer-Venus 
orbiter which still is swinging about 
that planet. 

“Radio signals from all four are 
constantly being beamed back 
towards earth. As the radio beams 
pass near the sun, the hot, ionized 
gas which surrounds it causes 
strong, measurable changes in the 
signals. 

“By monitoring these changes,” 
Teske explained, "scientists are 
able to map densities of ionized gas 
in the vicinity of the sun. Expelled 
by the sun, the gas streams away 
from it at hundreds of miles per 
second. 

"The radio observations now 
being made offer a rare opportunity 
to find out how the gas starts moving 
away from the sun.”

The Inkster * Ledger-Star has 
learned that mayoral candidate the 
Rev. J. Herbert Hinkle, by his own 
admission, maintains dual 
residencies in Westland and Inkster. 

He may be in violation of the city’s 
charter, which establishes that a 
political candidate must reside in 
the community. 

The 35-year-old newcomer to 
Inkster politics, conceded to 
residing at his 36280 Oakwood Lane 
residence in Westland, along with 
his wife Verona and his two children. 

But Hinkle thinks undue concern is 
being given to the issue of residency, 
noting he also “from time to time” 
resides at 3762 Irene St., Inkster. 

Complicating matters, Hinkle said 
he “on occasion” resides at his 
church, the Cathedral of Faith, also 
in Inkster. And he insists on 
“residing” at a home in Detroit, in 
Washington, D.C. Panama and a 
myriad of other locations across the 
United States. 

“Residency means different 
thirigs to different people,” Hinkle 
said. 

Likening his predicament to that 
of the late Robert Kennedy, Hinkle 
explained: “I have lots of contacts 
all around the country, and I must 
travel. I sleep in a great many 
places. I must say my position is just 
like Bobby Kennedy’s political life.” 

“Kennedy ran for the U.S. Senate, 
representing the state of New York. 
Now, he also lived in Massachusetts 
and traveled, so why can’t I,” Hinkle 
reasoned. 

Hinkle insists the issue of 
residency is political and the 
product of his political opponents. 

On an anonymous tip, the Inkster 
Ledger-Star, investigated the 
matter of Hinkle’s residency, and 
learned that Hinkle has been a 
registered voter in Inkster since 
1970, last voting in 1978. 


On the voter registration record he 
is listed as residing at 3762 Irene St. 
And according to the tax assessor's 
records the Irene Street home is 
owned by the Cathedral of Faith. It 
is exempt from property taxes. 

Hinkle said the Irene Street 
residence is his parsonage, although 
the home has been occupied by the 
Rev. Larry Hines and his family for 
the past two years, according to both 
Hines and neighbors interviewed by 
the Ledger-Star. 

The Oakwood Lane residence in 
Westland, also is listed on the tax 
rolls as belonging to the tax exempt 
church, the Cathedral of Faith. 

See related story 
on Page A -12. 

According to the Westland City 
Clerk's Office, his wife is a 
registered voter in that city. 

And according to neighbors 
residing on Oakwood Lane, who 
were interviewed by the Ledger- 
Star, Hinkle resides at that location. 

The Ledger-Star took a random 
survey of three neighbors at both the 
Irene Street location, and at the 
Oakwood Lane location. 

At the Irene Street location a 
Nathan Carter, residing at 3775 
Irene St. said he was amazed to hear 
Hinkle tell voters at a political rally 
that he lives in Inkster. 

“Why, here I am looking right 
across the street at where he says he 
lives, and I know darn well that he 
hasn't lived there for at least two 
years,” Carter said. 

Two other neighbors, at random, 
were interviewed and both echoed 
Carter’s statements. 

One neighbor, refusing to disclose 
her identity, said Hinkle “moved 
away” about two years ago. She 
volunteered the name of Larry 
Hines, noting that she believed 
Hines moved into the home about the 


time Hinkle and his family left. 

Another neighbor said, “Hinkles 
don’t live here. A Mr. Hines does, 
Larry Hines.” 

At the Oakwood Lane location 
three neighbors interviewed by the 
Ledger-Star, said Hinkle is often 
observed coming and going from the 
Westland home, leaving it in the 
morning and returning to it at night. 

Resident Irvin Courtney said he 
was introduced to the “black 
couple" about two years ago. 

“Yes, I know who lives there. The 
Hinkles," Courtney said. 

When Hines was contacted by the 
Ledger-Star, he initially said Hinkle 
lived with him and his family, but 
further into the interview said: “He 
actually seldom stays here... well, 
very seldom. But he owns the home! 
and I guess it’s none of my business 
where he sleeps." 

Hines is employed by Hinkle, and 
teaches at the Cathedral of Faith 
Christian School. He lives with his 
wife Thea and two children at the 
Irene Street residence. 

“I’ve been staying here for about 
two years," Hines said. 

Hinkle told the Ledger-Star he is 
“happily married” and lives with 
his wife and family. 

“But I also live with the Hines’. 
Does it really matter where I 
sleep?" Hinkle queried. 

Much of his traveling is tor 
monetary- purposes, he said, which 
accounts for his transiency. 

“I have lots of investors, people 
who can help build a better Inkster. 
Is that so wrong? " Hinkle asked. 

“My belief is that the church 
should provide me with different 
places to live, and the church is 
thinking of purchasing another 
parcel of property for me,” 


Anglers can 
'think pink'

* Smallest of the six 
Pacific species, the 
Pink (also known as 
Humpback) Salmon 
return again this year to 
many streams in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
Unlike other salmon or 
trout, Pinks spawn only 
during odd years, 
spending three to five 
days in the rivers and 
streams. The spirited 
game fish will readily 
take a fly, or similar 
offering and average 
16.2 inches, 1.3 lbs. at 
the end of their two-year 
life cycle. The current 
state record-holder 
weighed in at 3 lbs., 1 oz. 

Pinks school in bays 
and off river months 
from mid- to late 
August. Once the fish 
has entered the stream 
(generally brush- 
choked) from early to 


mid-September, anglers 
should concentrate their 
efforts on gravel bars 
and deep holes nearest 
the mouth of the stream. 
Like stream fishing for 
salmon or steelhead, 
spot your fish on the 
redds, and work your 
bait in front of its nose. 
The key will be light- 
lining (2-4 pound test) 
with small spinners, 
brightly colored 
streamer flies, or single 
salmon eggs. 

Best stream bets for 
1979 include the Mon- 
treal, Black and 
Presque Isle Rivers in 
Gogebic County; the 
Silver River in Baraga 
County; the Huron 
River, Laughing 
Whitefish and Harlowe 
Creeks in Marquette 
County; the Sable River 
and Seven Mile Creek in 
Alger County ; and the 
Blind Sucker and Two 
Hearted Rivers in Luce 
County.

Voluntary AFDC budget plan repeated 


A plan designed to help eliminate 
heating utility shut off against Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children recipients this winter, as 
well as to save taxpayer's money, 
will be repeated in Wayne County., 
beginning Sept I 

The Department of Social Ser- 
vices, .which administers the 
federal-state ’assistant • program in 
Michigan, has begun sending ap- 


plications to the AFDC recipients in 
the county who receive a heating 
fuel allowance in their monthly 
grants. 

Under provisions of the “Volun- 
tary Heating Fuel Budget Plan”, 
AFDC households that sign up have 
their heat consumption billed on the 
yearly budget arrangement in which 
they pay the same amount each 
month. 


For Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company customers, the amount of 
the AFDC grant earmarked for 
heating will be deducted each 
month from the AFDC payment and 
paid directly to the utility company. 
For Consumers Power Company, 
the AFDC clients will receive at 
least two checks each month, one of 
which will be the heating allowance 
warrant made out to the recipient 


and the utility company. The AFDC 
client then must sign the 2-party 
check and forward it to Consumers 
Power within five days of receiving 
it 

As an encouragement to volunteer 
for the plan, MDSS will pay up to 
$300 for past-due heating bills owed 
by AFDC recipients at the time they 
first enroll. At the end of the year 


SEMTA plans commuter train 
stops along Michigan Avenue

The scene: A young < oupl * drives 
to the train station The wife lets the 
husband off and, lie hoards the 
commuter train hound for Detroit’s 
Renaissance Center. 

The place: Downtown Wayne, on 
the northeast side of Wayne Road in 
Canton Township on Belleville Road, 
just south of Michigan Avenue, or in 
Inkster at either Merriman or 
Inkster roads. 


True: A scene from the future, but 
near future, according to Larry 
Salci, general manager of South 
Eastern Michigan Transportation 
Authority (SEMTA). 

Salci, who was guest speaker at a 
Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon last Thursday, op- 
timistically looked to late 1982 as the 
year of the commuter train, capable 
of linking lifestyles from Ann Arbor 
to Detroit, and the suburban com- 
munities in between 
“By 1982 we expect to have three 


inbound and three outbound trains 
operating,” Salci said. 

Then by July 1984, the schedule 
shows there should be 11 inbound 
and outbound trains to travel the 
light rail train service. 

For those who like to burn the 
candle at both ends, the commuter 
train could well become an im- 
portant part of not only their day 
lives, but night as well. 

Salci said “specialty trains” are 
being incorporated into the overall 
plan, which would hopefully bring 
those in the western suburbs closer 
to Detroit's night life and vice versa 

“Speed will be the advantage as 
well as economics,” he explained, 
“in helping to bring the communities 
closer together.” 

He was quick to note that the 
commuter train will not be func- 
tioning as the sole solution to the 
energy crisis, but that along with 
stepped up improvements to the bus 
service its impact should be 
dramatic. 

SEMTA officials plan to procure 
about 100 to 200 additional buses 
each year for at least the next 10 
years, Salci said. 

The operational costs involved for 
the commuter train service is about 
$12 per household for a family’ of 4, 
he said. 

“It’s the most inexpensive way to 
keep million people throughout 
three counties moving to and from 
work.** 

Site locations for the train depots 
will play a major role in the planning 
process, Salci said, noting that 4 
tentative sites for the communities 
of Canton, Wayne and Inkster have 
been chosen by SEMTA officials. 

He emphasized, though, that 
public hearings to provide for citizen 
input from each of the affected 
communities will be scheduled 
before a final decision is rendered. 

Wayne’s Mayor Paul Lada took 
the opportunity during the luncheon 
to express his personal preference 
for a train station stop. 

Lada has set his sights on the 
southwest corner of Second Street 
and eastbound Michigan Avenue, 
which is squarely located in the 
heart of Wayne’s downtown section. 

“We have a lack of bodies 
downtown. This could be what we 


need to bring a tremendous boost to 
our economy. 

“It’s also good because we have 
all this lighting downtown. During 
the energy crisis we’ve been told to 
keep them off, but if we had this 
train station they’d be needed 
again,” Lada said. 

He noted in an unpopulated area 
the train depot wouldn’t be as 
desirable for numerous reasons, 
among which crime prevention was 
listed. 

“People will be safer in the lighted 
downtown area,” he said. 

However, in the southern fringe of

Canton, where the station stop is 
tentatively scheduled for near 
Belleville Road, it would be located 
in the township’s most sparsely 
populated section. 

Dave Nicholson, Canton’s 
assistant planner, said the Belleville 
site is exactly suited to Canton’s 
needs. 

“Obviously, we have different 
needs than Wayne,” Nicholson said 
“Wayne has a different sort of 
problem where they’re interested in 
revitalizing their downtown. This 
should be great for them.” 

But Canton's less populated in- 
dustrial area should be an ideal 
location in that there will be 
adequate space for constructing 
parking garages, and Belleville 
Road provides direct access to thel- 
94 freeway, noted Nicholson. “We’ve 
talked about this in the planning 
department. We definitely don’t 
want to be left out on this. ” 

He said the industrial area is 
much preferred over locating the 
station stop near either a com- 
mercial or residential strip. 

“With commercial or residential 
areas traffic congestion would 
become just terrible. And then 
there’s noise pollution, too,” he said.

(August 1980), MDSS also will make 
up any difference between the 
amount paid under the budget 
billings and the actual charges for 
fuel used by the AFDC customer. 

However, if the utility account was 
overpaid, the AFDC customer will 
receive the balance of any refunds 
by the company — an incentive to 
save energy. Clients are also being 
urged to check with a local Com- 
munity Action Agency (CAA) to see 
if they are eligible for help through 
the Weatherization Assistance 
Program for low income families, a 
federally subsidized project. 

For their part, the utility com- 
panies agree to maintain service 
without shut-off to AFDC recipients 
who enroll in the plan and fulfill 
their obligations to forward 2-party 
heat checks. 

The plan was piloted last year in 
Wayne County to Michigan Con- 
solidated customers only. MDSS 
officials secured a waiver from 
federal AFDC rules that normally 
forbid direct-payment checks tc 


suppliers. When more than half of 
the AFDC households that were 
eligible to participate actually 
enrolled and remained with the 
program there, federal officials 
approved repeating the plan in 
Wayne County. 

Wayne County recipients who 
participated last year must re-enroll 
to continue the budget billing plan 
for the next 12 months, however. 

Applications are being mailed to 
about 48,000 AFDC recipients in 
Wayne County, in an effort to enroll 
as many as possible by Sept. 1, 
explained Dorothy Wideman, 
director of the voluntary budget plan 
in the MDSS Office of Income 
Assistance. 

“We feel this program has a lot of 
potential benefit to the recipients, 
and to the department of social 
services,” she said. “We know there 
will be a substantial reduction in 
duplicate payments because we will 
know the money will be going to the 
utility company for heat, the pur- 
pose for which it was intended.”

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Teachers' pay hike may reach 25.5 percent

The tentative contract agreement 
between the Wayne-Westland Board 
of Education and its 1,130 teachers 
includes a minimum of 18.5 percent, 
and maximum of 25.5 percent wage 
increase over the life of the 3-year 
pact. 

The agreement has yet to be 
ratified by the teacher membership 
of the Wayne-Westland Education 
Association (WWEA), and the 
school board, although ap- 
proximately 600 teachers who met 
with their negotiators recently gave 
a “straw vote” approval. 

The board probably won’t vote on 
ratification until its regular Sept. 10 
meeting, and only after the teachers 
confirm the agreement. 

The economic provisions of the 
tentative pact are: 

— First Year (1979-80); no across- 
the-board improvement on the 
salary schedule, but a Cost of Living 
Adjustment (COLA) of no less than 5 
and no more than 8 percent. Cost of 
living is paid out in a lump sum in 
June, based on the Consumer Price 
Index of the previous year (April to 
April) and is applied according to 
the wage of each employee; 

— Second year (1980-81), a 2 
percent across-the-board im- 
provement in the wage schedule, 
phis a COLA of 5 to 7 percent; 

— Third year (1981-82), a 2.5 


percent across-the-board im- 
provement in the salary schedule, 
plus a 4 to 6 percent COLA payout. 

The package may average out to a 
low of 18.5 percent, or high of 25.5 
percent, or anywhere in between 
over the three years, depending on 
the increase in the cost of living. 

Deputy School Supt. Dennis 
O’Neill said the school district 
estimates that each percentage 
costs the district $250,000^ so the 
whole package could cost between 
$4.6 million and $6.3 million over the 
next three years. 

On the whole, the economic 
package calls for less of a per- 
centage increase than was 
negotiated in the 3-year contract 
that just expired. 

Teachers in the school district at 
the top of the pay scale and with a 
master’s degree will be making at 
least $29,900 or as high as $31,700 at 
the end of the 3-year contract. Those 
with bachelor’s degrees, who are at 
the top of the pay scale, will be 
earning between $25,400 and $26,900. 

The fringe benefits will stay about 
the same, except for a new optical 
insurance package where the 
teacher and school district split the 
cost, plus a pre-paid legal insurance 
option. 

Robert Kowalczyk, executive 
director of the WWEA, explained the 
terms of the contract to the press 
after the teachers’ meeting Monday 
morning. Formal ratification of the

contract will be done either by a vote 
in the buildings or at a general 
membership meeting, after the start 
of school Sept. 5, he said. 

Bill Reece, WWEA president, and 
the rest of the negotiating com- 
mittee, will recommend approval of 
the contract.

O’Neill said the district was 
particularly happy to have the 
tentative agreement in plenty of 
time to prepare for the orderly start 
of school, rather than waiting for a 
last-minute Labor Day contract. 


This is one of the first agreements, if 
not the first, reached in Wayne 
County. 

Negotiators also adjusted certain 
language in the contract, such a 
provision for a separate seniority 
list for teachers at the St. Mary 
Public School Annex, letting the 
district hire “temporary indefinite” 
teachers to replace those on leave, 
and clarifying some language 
regarding special education 


teachers. The contract also in- 
corporated the district’s Early 
Retirement Incentive program, 
which was adopted by the board at a 
recent meeting, but had not been put 
into the contract previously. 

There is no change in class size, 
Kowalczyk pointed out. And the new 
contract incorporates the language 
agreed to last year regarding 
procedures used in deployment of 
staff in case of school closings.

Sunset Legislation 

‘Sunset’ legislation. 

Boon or bungle? 

According to whom you talk to. it it both. 

Currently, proposals in Lansing to implement across the board 
‘Sunset’ legislation, has split political friends and united many 
foes. 

But at the heart of the issue is whether legislation passed by our 
state lawmakers should have attached automatic expiration 
dates. 

Proponants of the law, such as State Representative Thomas 
Brown and Robert Law, argue that the legislation is needed to end 
the growing number of funded programs that have outlived their 
value. 

. Opponents argue that to require the re-passage of legislation 
each time a law automatically expires will bog down the 
legislative process. 

While fully realizing the potential problems the legislature will 
face following passage of a ‘Sunset’ bill, we feel that the benefits 
of such legislation far outweigh the problems. 

There is little doubt in our mind that while the legislature is 
always anxious to pass new legislation, it is reluctant to do away 
with existing problems. 

II is understandable that our elected officials, also politicians, 
musi constantly struggle with the reality of political office. And 
that reality seems to require the catering to special interest to 
insure political support. 

It is just this political shortcoming that is addressed by ‘Sunset’ 
legislation. 

Perhaps by applying the same logic used to justify the creation 
of the State Officers Compensation Commission (that body which 
recommends legislative salary increases which take effect unless 
lawmakers vote against them), we may employ the non-decision 
philosophy toward the thorny political problem of eliminating 
programs. 

By approving ‘Sunset’ legislation, our politicians in Lansing 
will not have to face the wrath of special interest when a pet piece 
of legislation expires. Rather, they can simply sit back and ac- 
curately claim that they had nothing to do with it. Much like they 
now claim they have nothing to do with their salary increases. 

We support ‘Sunset’ legislation. 

It is good logic and good sense to place time limits on each and 
every piece of legislation that lawmakers may pass. 

Nothing lasts forever. And the reasons for legislation are no 
exception. 

Public act 641 

Last week, Van Buren Township Supervisor Patricia Cullin, 
sharply criticized the State’s recently adopted Public Act 641, The 
Solid Waste Disposal Act. 

Supervisor Cullin has taken exception to the act’s limitation on 
local government in adopting waste disposal regulations. 

According to Act 641, each Michigan County will be charged 
with the responsibility for developing their own plans for solid 
waste disposal. 

For a county plan to be accepted by the state, two-thirds of the 
communities in that county must approve the plan. Mrs. Cullin 
feels that approach will result in only compromise legislation 
with insufficient muscle to adequately deal with the problem. 

We agree with Supervisor Cullin. 

It appears that the state, in attempting to solve a problem, has 
created a potential problem almost as large as the issue they 
attempted to resolve. 

It makes little sense for the state to insist that communities 
throughout the county approve one solid waste disposal plan. 
Areas differ, and problems differ. Local communities should 
remain free to adopt rules necessary for dealing with their own 
problems. 

We also agree, as Mrs. Cullin has stated, that the state is in 
effect encouraging the adoption of fewer restrictions on the un- 
safe disposal of solid waste. 

We feel local government should be free to govern locally. 
County-wide solutions will provide only county-wide, not local 
remedies. 

What is needed is solutions to the problems where they occur.

Last year, when the Belleville Strawberry Festival Committee 
held their first meetings, we at Associated Newspapers agreed to 
become involved in the annual affair.

It of course goes without saying that we at Associated 
Newspapers are proud of the young lady who so well represented 
Belleville at the State Fair, and made everyone aware of the 
I contribution that community makes to the state.

From your lawmakers 

80th legislature's accomplishments 


Through the first months of this 80th 
Legislature both the leadership of the House and 
Senate have been attacked on the sluggish pace 
with which proposed legislation has been acted 
upon 

However, despite the continuing criticism 
there have been a number of important pieces of 
legislation passed by both houses and signed into 
law by Governor Milliken. 

Heres a list of some new Michigan laws: 

—Public Act 4 of 1979, sets specific criteria for 
exempting dairy herds from the PBB testing 
requirement and prohibits the sale of cattle from 
nonexempt farms to farms exempted from PBB 
testing. 

—Public Act 28 of 1979, protects unem- 
ployment benefits of disabled persons by basing 
the benefit claim on the 52 weeks preceeding the 
disability, rather than the 52 weeks preceding 
the claim for benefits. 

—Public Acts 36 and 37 of 1979 increases the 
maximum fine for violation of village ordinances 
from $100 to $500. 

—Public Act 38 of 1979, grants the Governor 
broad powers during an energy emergency. The 
legislation also created an Energy Advisory 
Committee and permits the Legislature to ter- 
minate a declared state of emergency. 

—Public Act 46 of 1979, the transportation 
budget, provides money for the state’s tran- 
sportation network, including a controversial $1 
million for the start of a Lake Michigan tug- 
barge operation. 

—Public Act 47 of 1979, lowers the registration 
fee for vehicles used in hauling harvested wood. 

—Public Act 57 of 1979 implements a portion of 
theHeadlee tax limitation amendment approved 
by voters last November. The law no reads that 
the state must always pay a minimum portion of 
its budget to local governments and create a 
local payment fund if additional payments are 
required to meet the provision. 

—Public Act 60 of 1979 increases the amount 
paid out of the public school employees’ 
retirement system from $31 to $40 a month. 

—Public Act 62 of 1979, limits an employers’ 
liability for the results of a worker’s previous 
exposure to PBB and provides for extra benefits 
from the Silicosis and Dust Fund if necessary. 

— Public Act 64 of 1979 imposes state controls 
over hazardous and toxic waste disposal. The 
law also created a new planning committee and 
provides for site approval committees composed 
of members appointed by the state and by local 
governments. 

HELP FOR STATE BUSINESS 

Another bill that Governor Milliken recently 
signed into law deserves special mention 
because it will help the small businesses of 
Michigan 

The new law creates a private Michigan 
Business Development Corporation (MBDC). I 
believe the creation of this new corporation is an 
innovative way of persuading lenders and in- 
vestors to make capital available to new 
business, particularly those businesses using 
innovative concepts. 

It is an indication to the private sector that 
state government is committed to economic 
growth through the stimulation of new business 
activity. 

HEATING OIL PROBLEM 

It has become apparent over the past several 
weeks that a number of midwestern states may 
be faced with a shortage of home heating oil and 
distribution problems unless steps are taken 
soon to remedy the situation 

Because of the serious nature of the problem, 


Governor Milliken recently wrote to Energy 
Secretary James Schlesinger informing him that 
oil inventories are down as much as 31 percent 
and urging him and his staff to address this 
concern before the winter causes severe 
problems 

Distributors in the state are concerned that a 
delivery backlog may develop so there won’t be 
enough drivers or equipment to handle supplies 
in the cold winter months, regardless of the 
amount of home heating oil available. 

The inventories in Michigan’s Petroleum 
Allocation District stood at 39 million barrels as 
of June 29, down 20 percent from June of 1978 and 
inventories within the state’s refinery district 
are 31 percent less than last year 

The problem exists in part because the federal 
government has set a goal of achieving an in- 
ventory of 240 billion barrels of home heating oil 
nationwide by October 31. Although the goal is 
coming within reach, most of the home heating 
oil is being stored in refineries and large ter- 
minals and is not reaching the jobbers who 
deliver the fuel to homes 

There is some speculation among the jobbers, 
however, that because more people are con- 
verting to gas to heat their homes, the problem 
may not reach critical proportions. 

At any rate, the Governor has urged the 
federal government to take whatever steps 
necessary to assure that Michigan citizens have 
sufficient fuel to heat their homes this winter. 

STATE RECEIVES FEDERAL 
ENERGY FUNDS 

Our state Energy Administration, which is 
located within the Department of Commerce, 
received good news from the federal government 
last week. The state has received three grants 
totalling $3.13 million for energy conservation 
programs. 

Although two of the grants are renewals, a 
first-time award of $970,541 has been made 
through the National Energy Act to fund 
workshops, audits, technical assistance and 
renovation projects. Over $700,000 of this sum 
will go to schools and hospitals and nearly 
$265,000 will be awarded to local governments 
and public care institutions. The federal grant 
funds will be matched by state dollars and local 
contributions to make an even larger impact.

The renewal grants awarded the state include 
$18 million and come under the Energy Policy 
and Conservation Act to administer federal 
programs through our own state administration 
and $358,100 under the Energy Conservation and 
Production Act to increase public awareness of 
our energy problems, as well as for inter- 
governmental coordination and commercial, 
industrial and residential energy audits 

DRINKING AGE PANEL FORMED 

A statewide committee of citizens has been 
formed to study the effects of the relatively 
recent change to the 21-year-old drinking law in 
Michigan 

A member of the Michigan Board of 
Education. Ms. Barbara Dumouchelle, and East 
Lansing City Councilman Larry Owen will serve 
as co-chairpersons of the panel, known as the 
Committee to Study the Effects of Proposal D in 
Michigan 

Last November, voters approved the amend- 
ment to the state constitution— known as 
Proposal D on the ballot— to raise the state's 
legal drinking age from 18 to 21. 

The constitutional revision went into effect 
Dec. 22. 

There are two sides to the issue of raising the 
legal drinking age by three years at one time 
Some argue that it has drastically reduced 
traffic fatalities, especially for young persons, in 
our state Those who support the measure also 
contend that it has made it easier for officials to 
keep alcohol out of our high schools. 

Others, however, are not satisfied with the way 
the new drinking age is working. They are 
disturbed about apparent problems being 
created by the current discrepancy in the state's 
age of majority (18) and its legal minimum 
drinking age (21). 

Law' enforcement agencies, restaurants and 
bars, state and local parks and drive-in theaters 
are all affected by the disparity between the 
legal age of majority and the age at w hich young 
adults are allowed to legally drink alcohol. 

Though these measures have been signed into 
law, there are still many more bills awaiting 
legislative action in both houses. Our re- 
convening in mid-September should prove to be 
the beginning of an interesting session the 
remainder of this year.

By the end of a summer most children your daughter's age are eager for change. 
Because they are fairly spontaneous with much energy, they get bored without a lot of 
stimulation. 

TTiat boredom leads quite naturally to moodiness and the inventive behavior your 
daughter is showing. She also may be a bit resentful of the extra attention your two year 
old would require, and so may try to refocus your attention on her by shining or 
provoking her sister. 

Your feelings of anger and frustration are natural and normal. There are no rules that 
say we can’t be angry or frustrated by those we love. So relax your worries and accept 
your feelings — most parents are more pleased for school to start in September than kids 
are pleased to see school end in June. 

Once you’ve accepted your feelings, you can begin to look for some constructive 
solutions to the problem. What are some activities you could plan — perhaps with neigh- 
borhood moms — that would channel the childrens’ need for excitement in positive 
(firection? Are there any day camps, recreational programs or city events you could take 
advantage of? It also might help to set aside some special time each day or week to spend 
alone with your eleven year old. That might reassure her that she is still special, too. 
Thus cutting down on her need to provoke you and her sister. 

If you can secure some time to do what you like to do along or with friends, that might 
help.

Lifting Rhodesian 
sanctions

Although the Carter Administration, 
guided by Ambassador Andy Young’s 
naive judgment, is strenuously resisting 
the idea, a persuasive case can be made 
that support of Rhodesia by the United 
States would lead to African stability and 
help move that continent toward 
moderate, multi-racial, democratic 
government. 

Recent action in the U.S. Congress 
suggests uneasiness over the Ad- 
ministration’s stand. Though the House 
more-or-less upheld the White House 
position with a so-called "compromise,” 
lifting economic sanctions against 
Rhodesia by October 15 unless the 
President determines it is not in the 
national interest to do so, the Senate voted 
June 12 to override the President and lift 
sanctions immediately. 

The Senate vote was fueled by existing 
legislation requiring the President to lift 
sanctions if he finds Rhodesia willing to 
negotiate in good faith at an all-parties 
conference, and install a government 
chosen by free and fair elections, with 
observations by impartial internationally- 
recognized observers. 

These conditions would appear to have 
been met. > 

More than 70 observers from various 
countries, including American groups, 
agreed the recent elections were free and 
fair. In the words of UCLA Professor John 
Hutchinson, The Heritage Foundation’s 
official observer, "What we see in Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia is a constitutional 
development as promising as any in the 
world. What we saw in April was an 
electoral miracle ... a proceeding as free 
and fair as in most countries at peace, a 
test far more reliable than most of 
Rhodesia's critics would ever allow of 
themselves. What we in the west have is 
the opportunity to help the loneliest 
country in the world towards what could be 
the first non-racial free society, the first 
enduring constitutional system in all of 
Africa.” 


According to President Carter, Rhodesia 
— which in recent months has moved 
rapidly from white supremacy to a bi- 
racial government with a black prime 
minister — is repressive, reactionary and 
undemocratic. In addition, say Ad- 
ministration spokesmen, other African 
countries — most notably Nigeria, second 
biggest supplier of crude oil to the U.S. — 
may get angry and pick up their oil barrels 
or world opinion chips and edge closer to 
the Soviet Union. 

But these arguments fall apart, says 
analyst Sam Francis, when you take a 
closer look at Rhodesia — internally and in 
light of African affairs in general 

Though the Rhodesian Constitution and 
recent elections do not establish a “pure” 
democracy, he says, “the overwhelming 
consensus of all observers is that the new 
government is accepted by the majority of 
white and black Rhodesians, that the 
elections were free and fair, and that a 
process of peaceful political and social 
change has begun that will be impossible 
to stop if the opponents of peaceful reform 
do not destroy the country “ 

Pointing out that the U.S. has never 
before refused recognition to any country 
because of type of government, Francis 
cites U.S. diplomatic relations with Nazi 
Germany, the USSR and the People’s 
Republic of China — hardly models of 
democratic behavior. 

“Rhodesia,” Heritage’s Francis says, “. 

. . is now in a strong position to emerge as 
one of the freest as well as one of the most 
powerful states on the African continent. 

As such, it would play a major role in 
promoting progressive change throughout 
*the continent and in stabilizing the in- 
ternal politics and increasingly violent 
international relations of Africa. 
Rhodesia’s future, however, as well as that 
of Africa depends to a large degree on 
whether the U.S. lifts sanctions.”

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Can non-resident hold elective office?... It's possible 


II is conceivable that a candidate 
for Inkster political office could be 
elected, yet reside outside the city, 
according to Inkster City Clerk 
Betty Miller 

“Yes. it is possible,” Mrs Miller 
said 

She said even if there is question 
about a candidate s residency, until 
a challenging petition is submitted 
to the Wayne County Election 
Commission, regarding a residency 
question, a candidate would not be 
deemed in violation of the city 
charter. 

The city charter establishes a 
residency rule regarding political 
candidates, which states that the 
candidate must reside within the 
city limits. 


On an anonymous tip the Inkster 
Ledger Star investigated the matter 
of residency for Inkster mayoral 
candidate The Rev J Herbert 
Hinkle 

Hinkle admits to residing in 
Westland with his wife Verona and 
two children, but also insists he 
resides with friends in Inkster on 
Irene Street. 

Both the Westland home, and the 
Inkster residence are properties 
owned by the Cathedral ot Faith 
church, of which Hinkle is pastor 
City charter stipulates that a 
person running for elected office 
must reside within the city for at 
least two years though that 
requirement is no longer adhered to 
Mrs. Miller said a state attorney 


general’s opinion handed down a few 
years ago stated that a 6-month 
residency prior to filing as a political 
candidate is more reasonable and 
defendable in court 

Regarding Hinkle, Mrs Miller 
said he has sworn under oath to her 
that his legal place of residence is in 
Inkster 

“Until someone challenges it. we 
can t doanything.” she said. 

Residency, according to Mrs 
Miller’s understanding of the city 
charter, is defined as a place w'here 


a person intends to return on a 
regular basis ” 

Even if Hinkle’s place of residence 
is challenged, she said, the judicial 
process’s wheels move at such a 
snail s pace that the matter could be 
tangled up in litigation for years 

Inkster’s city attorney, Bernie 
Freedman, said he never followed a 
discrepancy over residency case 
fully through He said he cannot 
recall there ever being a squabble 
over residency in an Inkster political 
campaign before. 


Neither could Mrs. Miller. 

Both Freedman and Mrs Miller 
admitted to hearing rumblings 
about the Hinkle matter prior to 
being contacted by the Ledger-Star. 

“It could be a misdemeanor, if he 
was found guilty of violating the city 
charter,” said Freedman, “Or since 
it may be considered fraud, it could 
be more than that I can't say at this 
time.” 

If Hinkle was found guilty of 
violating the city charter, he would 


most likely be found guilty on two 
counts, Freedman said 

The first offense would be for 
registering to vote in the city, 
although he resides elsewhere 
outside the city. Since 1970 Hinkle 
has been registered to vote in 
Inkster, although he admits to living 
with his wife in Westland for at least 
two years. 

The second offense would be for 
filing his petition for public office, 
with knowledge of living outside the 
city, also a violation of city charter

Romulus' thin grid troops 
face tough uphill climb

Coach Don Foley should get a 
search warrant to find where all of 
his players disappeared to at 
Romulus High. 

Foley, who had the painstaking 
job of fielding a team last year after 
taxpayers rejected a levy the year 
before, scattering most of the 
athletes, has 23 players out for the 
1979 season. And quantity is a dire 
cause for concern. 

“We’re small in numbers,” said 
Foley who begins his sophomore 
season as coach on Sept. 8 when the 
Eagles host traditionally strong 
Dearborn St. Alphonsus team at 2 • 
p.m. “Don’t even want to think what 
will hapen to us if we’re hit by any 
kind of injuries. 

In that nucleus of 23, Foley has 
eight gridders who were full-time or 
part-time starters a year ago.

But this time, try a new version, the “Dark and Light Brownie” with 
your batter divided into two equal parts and one receiving the additon of 
good , rich chocolate. 

And while you're in a baking mood, don’t forget that after-school 
snack for the kiddies who are embarking on another year of their 
education Have a platter of the brownies along with some “Half and 
Half Drops” and tall, frosted glasses of milk waiting to appease those 
ravenous appetites which mount as the final school bell of the day 
sounds. 


Dark and Light Brownies 

Two-thirds cup unsifted all-purpose flour 

■ 2 tsp. double-acting baking powder 

1 1 tsp. salt 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs, well beaten 

One-third cup butter or shortening, melted 

3 1 cup flaked coconut 

u tsp. almond extract 

1*2 squares unsweetened chocolate, melted 

Mix flour with baking powder and salt. Gradually add sugar to eggs, 
beating thoroughly. Blend in butter. Add flour mixture and mix well; 
add coconut. Divide batter into 2 equal parts; add extract to one part. 
Add chocolate to remaining batter, and spread evenly in greased 8-inch 
square pan. Drop almond-flavored batter by teaspoonfuls over 
chocolate batter in pan, then spread carefully to form a thin even layer. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 30 to 35 minutes, or until lightly brow ned. Cool in 
pan on rack. Cut into bars or squares. Makes about 20. 


Half and Half drops 

2 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 

*2 tsp. double-acting baking powder 

I cup butter or margarine 

I cup sugar 

I egg 

1 tsp. vanilla 

*2 tsp. almond extract 

2 cups flaked coconut 

1 package (4 oz.) sweet cooking chocolate, melted and slightly cooled 

Mix flour with baking powder Cream butter. Gradually add sugar, 
beating until light and fluffy Add egg and beat well; mix in flavorings. 
Add flour mixture, one fourth at a time, beating well after each ad- 
dition. Stir in coconut. Divide dough into 2 equal parts; blend chocolate 
into one part. Drop plain and chocolate dough separately from 
teaspoons onto ungreased baking sheets. Bake at 375 degrees for 8 to 10 
minutes, or until edges are lightly browned. Store in loosely covered 
container. Makes about 4*2 dozen cookies. 

Note: One half teaspoon each plain and chocolate dough may be 
dropped on baking sheets with sides touching.

When night tem- 
peratures start dipping 
into the 50s, it’s time to 
bring houseplants back 
indoors. 

Most houseplants 
originated in the 
tropics, explain hor- 
ticulture specialists at 
Michigan State 
University. Tem- 
peratures in the 40s and 
50s, especially if they 
occur suddenly, can 
harm many plants. A 
frost, of course, would 
kill most plants 
outright. 


Before you carry 
plants indoors, check 
them closely for insects 
and signs of disease. 
Insects introduced into 
your home, where there 
are no natural enemies 
to keep them in check, 
can quickly get out of 
hand. Disease, too, can 
spread from plant to 
plant. 

Sometimes washing 
plants with a gentle 
spray from the garden 
hose or with warm, 
soapy water will clear 
up insect problems.

Stubborn infestations 
call for chemical con- 
trols. Follow package 
directions for making 
up a solution and ap- 
plying it to plants. Be 
sure to read cautions on 
the label — some 
chemicals will damage 
certain types of plants. 
Ferns, for instance, are 
damaged by most in- 
secticides. 

Severely infested or 
heavily diseased plants 
should probably be 
discarded. Unless a 
plant has some special

value, it’s usually better 
to replace it than to risk 
having its problem 
spread through all your 
plants. 

While you’re checking 
plants for insects and 
diseases, note whether 
any need repotting. 
Many houseplants grow 
like weeds when they’re 
set outdoors for the 
summer, and some of 
yours may have 
outgrown their con- 
tainers. Repot those that 
need it before taking 
them indoors. 

Dirt, algae and stains 
on pots can generally be 
removed by scrubbing 
with a small brush. 

After taking plants 
indoors, set them in a 
sunny window or place 
them under artificial 
light. Don’t be alarmed 
if, after a while in the 
house, some plants drop 
quite a few leaves. Even 
in the shade, plants get 
more light outdoors 
than they do in a sunny 
window inside. Leaf 
drop is a common 
reaction to the reduced 
light levels and the dry, 
heated air of the indoor 
environment.

letter, which says: “Please be ad- 
vised that no department of this 
association was, or is, authorized to 
make official policy of 'position* 
statements ...

As to the origin of the statements 
quoted in the catholic brochure, the 
AMA official says it can be traced to 
a question-and-answer column in 
Tlie Chicago Daily News on Oct. 10, 
1972. 

The director of the AMA's 
department of medicine and religion 
(which has been defunct since 1974), 
who was cited by the newspaper as 
the source for its statement may, 
says Albert, “have issued his 
opinion.” 

Catholic laypersons who, from the 
12th century on, were permitted to 
take only the bread at communion 
now are allowed to take the wine as 
well. 


The practice, permitted by the 
New Order of the Mass issued by the 
Vatican in 1970, has been im- 
plemented in many dioceses across 
the country 

It is hard to say how many 
parishes in the United States now 
give communion “in both kinds” 
(bread and wine) on a regular basis. 
It is even harder to give statistics on 
how many people in these parishes 
receive both the bread and wine. It is 
an optional matter, although 
“strongly encouraged.” 

My own private survey indicated 
that anywhere between 40 and 90 
percent of the communicants “take 
the cup” in parishes where it is 
offered. 

Some who don’t take the wine say 
they refuse for hygienic reasons 
Others prefer the old way (bread 
only) because that is how they have 
always done it. 

Actually, during the first 600 years 
in the church, communicants 


received both bread and wine, so the 
availability of the cup at communion 
is a return to ancient church 
practice. 

Medical doctors and 
epidemiologists (specialists in 
epidemic disease) are not all in 
agreement on the health dangers 
posed by many people drinking from 
the same cup at communion. 

A study on the effects of drinking 
from the common cup was published 
in the Journal of Hygiene in March 
1967 It was basically Lutherans and 
Episcopalians who made up the 
sample in this study, which predated 
the modern Catholic practice of 
communion in both kinds 

The article concluded: “It must be 
admitted that the common cup may 
serve as a means of transmitting 
infections.” The risk, however, was 
said to be ‘very small’.” 

The doctor quoted in the Catholic 
brochure says: “The alcohol content 
of the wine, plus the hygienic 


practice of wiping the cup and 
turning it to a new position for each 
communicant, seems to remove any 
danger of disease” being tran- 
smitted 

Other physicians dispute the claim 
that the wine (14.5) percent alcohol 
in sacramental wine) kills any 
bacteria 

Still others add that the time (five 
seconds) elapsing between use of the 
cup by different individuals is not 
long enough for alcohol to have any 
chemical disinfectant effect. 

Many religious people have no 
fears about drinking with others 
from the common cup. They have 
faith that no harm can come to them 
while they are consuming wine that 
represents — or has been turned into 
— the Lord’s blood. 

The Catholic Church does, 
however, urge people with colds or 
other communicable diseases not to 
take the cup at communion 
Copyright, 1979, United Feature 
Syndicate.
